Under seven years of age an infant cannot 
be guilty of felony, for then, as Blaekstone 
says, a felonious discretion is almost an 
impossibility in nature, but at eight years 
old he may be guilty of felony.

teen, though an infant shall be, piima 
facie, adjudged to be doli incapax, yet if it 
appear to the court and jury that he was 
doll capax, and could discern between good 
and evil, he may be convicted and suffer 
death.—London jLancet.

The ancients followed the same methods, 
and when Cato made his famous expedi- 
tion through the serpent infested African 
deserts, he employed many savage snake 
charmers, called Psylli, to follow the army. 
They performed many mysterious rites 
over men who were bitten, but the efficacy 
of their treatment appears to have con- 
sisted in sucking the wounds.—Washing- 
ton Post.

tion and other special conditions consult a 
competent dentist.

but it will diminish the necessity for denta 
operations.—R. C. Cornwell, D D. S., in 
Philadelphia Press.

The 


problem that confronted tho organizers 
•was to find a work for tramping men to 
do that would not compote with the 
labor of regular workmen in tho market. 
Seven miles from Bielefeld, in Germany 
is a grc;it sandy plain, sterile and for 
bidding. But if the sand bo dug down 
for three feet a stratum of marl 
reached. If this is thrown up into the 
Bunliglit and air in time it softens, melta 
away, mingles with tho sand and makes 
afairlj good and cultivable soil. There 
ore many acres of this sterile plain, and 
it ia to digging np the marl to make the 
soil thntttio colony laborers of WUholms- 
dorf hare been sot. This is tho largest 
of the labor colonies. Since 1882 it has 
received 5,637 colonists, having room for 
200 at a tune. It Is cheerful to know 
that of tbe whole number received more 
than 40 percent, found permanent work 
elsewluire and left tho colony for this 
reason.

It 
is voluntary with tho men to go or stay.

TO BREAK THE CONSPIRACY. 


Attorney-General Hensel has pa- 


tiently given "hearings" to the attor- 
neys of the coal conspiracy. He has 
examined the documents that hold the 
conspirators together in their league to 
despoil the people, and has satisfied 
himself that their combination is in 
flagrant violation of article 17 of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania. He now 
proposes to bring the matter before 
the courts by a bill in equity, praying 
for an Injunction lo restrain the whole 
proceeding. 


This is the orderly and proper course. 


If it is vigorously pressed, as there is 
no reason to doubt that it will be, it 
ought to prove effective.

at common law and by statute; it is 
in direct violation of a specific con- 
stitutional prohibition. It is hostile to 
the public interest and intended to 
work loss :md detriment to the people.

for leaving home. If they go as early 
as 8.25, or at any other unseasonable 
time, they are either sent by their 
parents, or else they go voluntarily. If 
they go prompted by their own sweet 
wills, they deserve to suffer for their 
folly. 
If they are sent by their pa- 


rents, the latter ought to be repri- 
manded for cruelty, if the weather its 
wet or cold. 
If a rule were to be 


made by tbe directors requiring the 
children to be at the schools thirty- 
five minutes before the school hour, 
these same parents would have just 
cause to complain, if not openly rebel. 
Unless the children specially desire to 
pose in front of the school houses as 
early shivering martyrs, it would be 
wise for them to remain patiently at 
home until it is time to start for school.

A Brooklyn Filnclpal Tulks Freely on 


the Methods of Whipping—Bodily PUH- 
liuinent Has a Salutary Effect on (some 
Wayward Children. 


A recent circumstance has called up the 


•ore subject of corporal punishment in tbe 
public schools 
Being desirous of learning 


whether such punishment existed-and if 
BO to what extent, I called on the principal 
of school No 8, Mr Benjamin Y Conklm, 
at his residence. It is distinctly due that 
person to state that he not only did not 
•eck to evade the questions which were put 
to him, but that he sought on the con 
trary, to give whatever information he 
could concerning such punishment 
He 


evidently reah/ed that public schools were 
public property and as such liable at any 
time to be called to account 
The follow 


ing questions were asked and answered in 
the interview 


"Is it true that coiporal punishment is 


Inflicted in the public schools?" 
'It is," 


was the reply of the principal. 


"I» such punishment exceptional, or is 


It inflicted in all the schools?" "It is in 
fllcted in all the schools " 


"Is it inflicted m No B, of which, sir, you 


are the principal?" "It is," he frankly ad 
mitted 


"Is such punishment of daily occur 


rence?" "Hardly 
I do just as little of it 


as 1 can " 


"What does this punishment consist in ?" 


"In the use of the rattan " 


"Is a child ever punished about the 


head?" "Never" 


"I's a child'-a ear ever kneaded or knuck led 


thumbed?" 
'Never" 


"Are boys ever triced up by the thumbs 


and whipped ?"

head trouble, hallucination or a hundred 
kindred disorders dropped dead fainted, 
fell in fits or went into convulsions under 
the rattan, what do jou think the paients 
of such child could hold you for?" ' I have 
not considered that question?" 


"Would you send your own child to a 


school of any kind where corporal punish 
meut was inflicted by class teachers who 
are in some instances admittedly both in 
competent and mesponsible?" "I would 
not.' 


"Are not the most successful teachers 


im nrwbly those who govern their classes 
by personally attaching their scholars to 
them through kind and courteous treat- 
ment?" "Invariably " said the principal 
"That school is best governed that is least 
governed I often send children home to be 
punished, and I often ask boys if they do 
not feel ashamed to put me in a position
